The entry of Jan Christlan Smuts
nto the geace negotiations changed
the Irish situation over night. The

‘loulh African premier I8 regarded as
one of the most astute statesmen in
{the world, and apparently Lloyd
George has done well in enlisting hiz
assistance. It now appears likely that
a peaceful settlement of the Irish
trouble will be reached before long.
i+ Optimistic persons were not dis
mayed by De Valera's tentative refusal
to attend'the meeting In Londoa pre
ported by Lloyd George and Sir Jamet
Craig's refusal to confer with the Sisa

piners and south Ireland unionists iz
Dublin. The latter conference wan
Segun without representatives of Ul-
ster, and en attempt was made te
reconclle the positions of the Blam
.Feln and the unionists. Then Gen-
eral Smuts slipped across to Dublin,
gave the leaders there a heart-to-heart
talk, and hurried back to London to
report to the English authoritles.
What he told them gave rise to the
most cheerful of predictions,

Observers
who have been with Kemal Pasha are
somewhat doubtful of the abllity of
the natlonalists again to stop the
Greeks,

Another thing demanding the atten-
tion of the State department is the
situation in Tampico where it is feared
labor disorders may endanger Ameri-
can property. One or.two pavy ves
sels have been sent there, but this
was not to be consldered a naval
demonstration. The trouble In Tam-
pleo Is o resuit of the recent decree
of the Mexican government increasing
the export tax on oll. The Industry
belng checked, thousands of men were
thrown out of employment, and thelr
attitude was threatening. President
Obregon says the government has no
intention of rescinding the decree, and
that the labor conditions are not as
bad as reported.

To complicate the slituation In the
Near East, it has become certaln that
Bulgaria Is co-operating with Kemal
in the hope of regaining eastern
Thrace, So far she has taken no
overt steps, and if she does, the “lit-
tle entente,”” comprising Jugo-Slavia.
Crzecho-Slovakia and Roumania, will
get into uaction, for the real ralson
d'etre of that alllance Is their deter-
mination to keep Bulgaria within the
limits now fixed for her., Moreover it
Is usserted that the “little entente”
now has the complete backing of
Italy.

One thing the great powers are de-
termined to prevent—the selzure of
Constantinople by the Bolshev|sts.
To this end the entire British Medl-
{ terranean fleet Is belng concentruted
In the vicinity of the Turkish capital.
It may beé that heuvy re-enforcements
of ullied troops #ulso will have to he
sent tn that reglon, for the Russian
Bolshevists evidently are planning
some big coyp. They are calling to
the colors all men from elghteen to
thirty-five years of age, and general
mobllization I8 expected soon. The
demobilization order issued some time
ago has been canceled.

STAMP TAX ON EVERYTHING

“Business and Industries of Country
Are Carrying Bulk of Load Which
Should be Shared Generally.”

Washington. —President Harding has
made it clear to republican leaders in
Congress that he wants a tax program
adopted which will 1ift restraint from
business initiative.

While the tax program [s in embryo
condition, certpin fundamentals are
practically agreed upon. For instance,
imagining that, with repeal of the
excess profits tax, the governmenl
would be obliged tc Increase materially
the corporation taxes. The aim of the
Harding administration, however, {8 10
avold any increase of
taxes, if possible, and only to impu..c
a slight addition, |f necessury. The
repeal of the gxcess profit tax 18 8
foregone conclusion, and it is certdin
that the next revenue bill will not at
tempt to make the business and indus
tries of the country carry the hulk of
the load. Instead, the tax burden will
be more evenly distributed hy the use
of every sort of stamp tax. The three-
cent letter postage may come lack,
and 1t seems assured that revenue
stamps will be necessary on practical
ly every kind of business transactions,

Despite  the fact, howaever,
that the Ilord Plants have been
running al maximum capacity
the ,demand for Ford cars apd
trucks is not being met, and at
the present tiime, many thou.
sand unfilled ordeas have been
piled up ahead so that Ford sal
are still mited by manufactur-
ing facilities rather than mar-
lketing possibilities, Particularly
is this true with respect to en-
closed cars, for which the de.
mand has been unusually heavy.

One reason cited by the Ford
officials {ur the unprecedented
demand for Ford cars is the
present tendency towamd econo-
my: Many of those whose names
have been added to the long: list
of nyers might well have affor-
ded larger and more costly cars
than the Ford, but it is the belief
that most prospective motor car
buyer iu investigating all of ihe
costs incident to wotoring much
more carafnlly thun at any peri-
od during the past five ; sars.
